EFORE THE LORD the ancient city of Jeru- 

salem lay shimmering in the spring sunlight. 

Behind Him was Bethany, Jericho, and all the 
road from Galilee. His long journey was almost com- 
plete. 

Jesus knew that a cross awaited Him in Jerusalem. 
There in the city that had killed the prophets, He 
too must now give up His life at the hands of evil 
men. All His long journey from Galilee to Jerusalem 
had been made with this certainty in His mind. 

Long before this journey, however, He had been 
aware that a cross would ultimately await Him. All 
His life had been spent in the foreboding shadow of 
that cross. Now His journey was almost ended. As 
surely as He lived in human flesh, so surely must 
there have been a degree of sadness in His heart 
and a shrinking from the cruel death that awaited 
Him. 

Not so with the multitude of those that accom- 
panied Him. The sight of the ancient city brought 
them visions of triumph and expectations of majesty. 

Oblivious to what Christ’s entrance into Jerusalem 
really meant, His exultant followers burst into songs 
of praise and worship and glory. Taking their garments 
from their backs, the happy people spread them upon 
the dusty road before the feet of the colt upon which 
Jesus rode. They stripped branches from the palm 
trees along the way and waved them in their mo- 
ment of rejoicing. As the multitude approached Jeru- 
salem they “began to rejoice and praise God with a 
loud voice for all the mighty works that they had 
seen; Saying, Blessed be the King that cometh in the 
name of the Lord: peace in heaven, and glory in the 
highest” (Luke 19:37, 38). 

Offended by this outburst of joy, the hard-eyed 
Pharisees who watched the procession began to object. 
Making their way through the multitude which 
swelled out like a sea on every side, the Pharisees 
asked Christ to rebuke His disciples and restore silence 
to the procession. 

Instead, Jesus told the austere Pharisees, “I tell 
you that, if these should hold their peace, the stones 
would immediately cry out.” 

Thus did the Lord defend our right to rejoice in 
His name. Praise to God is bound up in the human 
heart. It is an almost compulsive thing to those who 
truly love and worship Him. If we fail to praise Him, 
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LET THE STONES BE SILENT 


then we are failing in our responsibility as His crea- 
tures. 


Rejoice in the Lord, O ye righteous: for 
praise is comely for the upright (Psalm 33:1). 
Let every thing that hath breath praise 
the Lord. Praise ye the Lord (Psalm 150:6). 


Christianity is primarily a joyful faith. The joy 
that comes from serving Christ is mentioned more 
than 150 times in the New Testament. This gives 
some indication of the great importance that is placed 
upon it. We should remember that joy is a fruit of 
the Spirit (Galatians 5:22), the joy of the Lord is 
our strength (Nehemiah 8:10), and that we are to 
“rejoice with joy unspeakable and full of glory” (1 
Peter 1:8). 

Now the joy of the Lord is not always a matter 
of loud shouting. Sometimes true joy runs too deeply 
for loud expression. We are told that joy was as- 
sociated with the cross of Christ, a thing so painful 
that He had to endure it (Hebrews 12:2). We find 
that immediately after He told the Pharisees the 
stones would cry out if human tongues were silent, 
Jesus began to weep over the city of Jerusalem. 
With human cringing from death, with a poignant 
heart, and with sadness at the fate of the beloved 
city, Christ still could have spiritual joy. 

: That is the depth and the beauty of His praise. 

We can have joy though men persecute us (Mat- 
thew 5:10-12; Acts 5:40-42) and though we fall 
into temptation (James 1:2). We can have joy in 
good times and in ill. 

The joy and the praise of living for Christ was 
perfected by His cross. His obedience to the cross has 
put into our hearts a perfect praise. With our hearts, 
with our lips, with the voice of our songs and of 
our tears we should give Him praise. What shame it 
would be to us for the stones to do that which we 
should do. 

Because we are His followers, then let our praises 
make sure that the stones remain silent.

In the days of Ezra when Israel 
had returned from captivity and 
bondage to their land, it was found 
that Israel had lost her distinctive 
marks of separation. The degener- 
ation and worldliness of the people 
so affected Ezra that in chapter

WHO WON — WHO LOST 


LL AMERICA remembers 
 . the political campaigns of 

the ’60’s with their plat- 
forms, promises, and pledges. Is 
there any question as to who won, 
who lost? 

In every political campaign men 
struggle to achieve their goal, but 
when the final count is made, the 
fesults tabulated and announced, 
some win and some lose. 

Our existence from the cradle to 
the grave is punctuated internally 
and externally with conquest, 
struggle, battle, war (Romans 7:

23). Warfare and bloodshed are 
described realistically in the Bi- 
ble beginning: with the entrance of 
sin into the human race (Genesis 
3). The first great Messianic 
prophecy (Genesis 3:15) an- 
nounces hostility between the 
“seed of the woman” and the 
“Seed of the Serpent.” 

The Bible records the words 
battle and battles more than 175 
times. It talks about “a general 
battle, day of battle, conquest, 
struggle.” Battle and war are 
prominent in Biblical history. War! 





That mad game the world loves 
to play. 


The writers of the New Testa- 
ment describe Christians, as partic- 
ipants in the “spiritual warfare,” 
better known as “the battle of 
life.” We are warned against “the 
invisible foe,” more clearly ex- 
plained in -Ephesians 6:12: “We 
wrestle not against flesh and 


blood, but against principalities, 
against powers, against the rulers 
of the darkness of this world, 
against 


spiritual wickedness in 
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high places.” This “spiritual war- 


fare” is fought with “spiritual 
weapons” (2 Corinthians 10:4). 
Paul exhorts Timothy to “... en- 


dure hardness, as a good soldier 
of Jesus Christ” (2 Timothy 2:3). 


Christianity has been tried and 
tested on many battlefields. Adam 
and Eve lost in the battle of de- 
cision. Elijah won in the battle of 
prayer. Achan lost in the battle of 
covetousness. Since God created 
this universe, man continues his 
inevitable struggle in this “battle 
of life.” 


Enemies of Christ and Christian- 
ity began their most determined 
battle the night the star stopped 
over Bethlehem when King Herod 
said, “Go and search diligently for 
the young child; and when ye have 
found him, bring me word again, 
that I may come and worship him 
also” (Matthew 2:8). 

When King Herod saw that he 
was mocked of the wise men, he 
was “. . . exceeding wroth, and 
sent forth, and slew all the chil- 
dren that were in Bethlehem, and 
in all the coasts thereof, from two 
years old and under” (verse 16). 
Satan pursued Christ from Bethle- 
hem to Egypt—to Galilee, Nazareth, 
and Jordan. 

After John introduced Jesus as 
“the Lamb of God which taketh 
away the sin of the world” (John 
1:29), Satan mobilized all his 
forces for this great battle. After 
winning the wilderness battle, Je- 
sus began a three-year ministry of 
talking, teaching, preaching, heal- 
ing the sick, casting out demons, 
raising the dead, and performing 
miracles amid the hounding, howl- 
ing pursuit of the enemy. The 
Lamb of God, working always un- 
der the shadow of the cross, said: 
“I must indeed go to Jerusalem... 
Mine hour is not yet come... 
Destroy this temple, and I will raise 
it up again.” 

Time and time again the rulers 





conspired against Christ, desiring 
to rush Him off to prison and kill 
Him; however, for fear of the Jews, 
they refrained from doing so. Dur- 
ing the Last Supper, however, Ju- 
das conspired with the chief priests 
and agreed to sell his Lord for 
thirty pieces of silver. 

Matthew tells us, “When they 
had sung an hymn, they went out 
into the mount of Olives” (Mat- 
thew 26:30). John describes the 
scene in John 18:1 as a “garden.” 
Luke 22:40 simply says “place.” 
Very possibly, according to John 
18:2, this is a spot where Jesus 
and His disciples had visited be- 
fore. Matthew 26:36, “Then cometh 
Jesus with them unto a place 
called Gethsemane, and saith unto 
the disciples, Sit ye here, while I 
go and pray yonder.” 

After His third prayer, Jesus 
said, “Rise, let us be going: be- 
hold, he is at hand that doth be- 
tray me. And while he yet spake, 
lo, Judas, one of the twelve, came, 
and with him a great multitude 
with swords and staves, from the 
chief priests and elders of the 
people.” After the betrayal kiss 
“they . . laid hands on Jesus, 
and took him” (verse 50). 

Perhaps there was a_ sudden, 
loud cry among the people as they 
said, “I knew we would win; I 
knew He would lose.” Some must 
have shouted and danced with sa- 
tanic glee. They mocked, ridiculed, 
and laughed Him to scorn. All hell 
must have joined in as they had 
an impressive demon-inspired ju- 
bilee, saying, “He lost; we won.” 

Matthew 26:57, “And they that 
had laid hold on ‘Jesus led him 
away to Caiaphas the high priest, 
where the scribes and the elders 
were assembled.” As the night 
dragged on, they pulled Him from 
Caiaphas’ court to Pilate’s hall. 
Although Pilate said, “I find no 
fault in this man,” the people cried 
out all at once, saying, “Away with 
this man,” (Luke 23:18). Humanly 
and visibly speaking, they were 


winning. They cried, “Crucify him. 
Crucify him.” 

Matthew says, “They .. . laid 
hands on Jesus, and took him... . 
They led him away. ... They 
led him away to the high priests.” 


John says, “Then the band and 
the captain and officers of the 
Jews took Jesus, and bound him, 
And led him away .. .” (John 
18:12, 13). 

When the people saw Jesus 
bound and led away, they possibly 
whispered to each other, “That 
man lost.” 


Can you visualize Jesus as they 
brought Him before the accusers? 
Can you see them as they spit 
in His face, blindfolded Him, bound 
Him; as they stripped Him and 
put on Him a purple robe, platting 
a crown of thorns to place on His 
head? Can you hear them as they 
smote Him, accused Him, mocked 
Him, and scourged Him? Matthew 
27:31, “And after that they had 
mocked him, they took the robe 
off from him, and put his own 
raiment on him, and led him away 
to crucify him.” They must have 
walked as slowly as a funeral pro- 
cession as they made their way up 
the hill. When I read about what 
He suffered that night, I know He 
was nearly dead. 

“And they crucified him... . 
And sitting down they watched 
him there; ... they that passed 
by reviled him, wagging their 
heads, And saying, Thou that de- 
stroyest the temple, and buildest 
it in three days, save thyself. If 
thou be the Son of God, come 
down from the cross. ... He 
saved others; himself he cannot 
save. If he be the King of Israel, 
let him now come down from the 


cross, .. . He trusted in God; let 
him deliver him now... .” (Mat- 
thew 27:35-43). 

They crucified Him! 

There was darkness, darkness 


with misery, darkness all around, ei 























like a wall. Matthew 27:51, “The 
veil of the temple was rent in 
twain from the top to the bottom; 
and the earth did quake, and the 


rocks rent.” Luke 23:48, “The 
people that came together to that 
sight, beholding the things which 
were done, smote their breasts, and 
returned.” 


People with mixed emotions 
moved slowly through the narrow, 
winding streets of Old Jerusalem, 
speaking softly one to another, 
“He’s dead. He’s dead.” All those 
who remembered how He was 
crucified said, “He’s dead.” Those 
who hated and despised Him said, 
“He’s dead.” 

Pilate, whose wife had sent him 
word to “have ... nothing to do 
with that just man,’ and who, 
“calling unto him the centurion, 

. asked him whether he had 
been any while dead,” said, “He’s 
dead” (Mark 15:44). 

Mary and the other women, look- 
ing on afar off, said, “He’s dead.” 
The godless, bloodthirsty crowd, 
moving slowly from the place of 
crucifixion, said, ‘““He’s dead.”’ Those 
who did not say it thought it— 
“He has lost; He is dead.”

“When the even was come, there 
came a rich man of Arimathea, 
named Joseph, who also himself 
was Jesus’ disciple: . . . And there 
was Mary Magdalene, and the 
other Mary, sitting over against 
the sepulchre” (Matthew 27:57, 61). 

“The chief priests and Pharisees 
came together unto Pilate, Saying, 
Sir, we remember that that de- 
ceiver said, while he was yet alive, 
After three days I will rise 
again. .. . Pilate said unto them, 
Ye have a watch: go your way, 
make it as sure as ye can. So 
they went, and made the sepulchre 
sure, sealing the stone, and setting 
a watch” (Matthew 27:62-66). 


They laid Him in the tomb, and 
they said, “We'll seal it and put 





a Roman guard about it, because 
He said He would rise. We'll fix 
Him and show the world He was 
a fake. He lost while we won.” 


It seemed that all earth had lost 
hope, and while it was yet dark— 
someone said the night was so dark 
that a light seemed impossible; 
darkness and doubt surrounded 
most people—the very breath of 
God swept through the tomb like 
a flash of light, and Jesus Christ 
was on His feet again. The heav- 
enly chorus must have stood row 
by row and shouted the song, 
“Hallelujah! Hallelujah!! Hallelu- 
jah!!! The Son of God lives; Christ 
is alive! Alive! Christ is living! 


Up from the grave He 
arose! 

With a mighty triumph 
o’er His foes; 

He arose a victor from the 
dark domain, 

And He lives forever with 
His saints to reign 

He arose! He arose! 

Hallelujah! Christ arose! 


Jesus Christ rose victor over hell 
and death. I should like to go to 
the place where all this transpired, 
to see the tomb outside, but most 
of all, I should like to go inside. 
I believe I’d feel like shouting, 
“Hallelujah! Christ arose!” I 
should bow on my knees inside 
and thank God for the empty tomb 
and Christ’s resurrection. 


If that tomb could talk from 
within, I should like to hear the 
story anew, the strange story of 
the wonderful resurrection— 
strange indeed. If that tomb could 
talk, it might say: “Outside that 
morning the sun was beginning to 
break through the eastern sky with 
streaks of bright sunlight which 
looked like arrows dipped in silver. 
Inside all was dark and quiet; but 
suddenly it seemed as if another 
sun began to shine into the tomb, 
and two angels appeared, one at 





the head and the other at the foot. 
The earth shook again, as at the 
crucifixion; and it sounded as if a 
seal was broken; and the stone 
was rolled back from the door of 
the sepulcher. Jesus, whose body 
had been lying there three days, 
stood up. After He removed the 
napkin and the graveclothes, He 
said to the angels, ‘Tell the women, 
when they come to anoint my body, 
what has happened.’ And He disap- 
peared through the door and was 
gone.” 


JESUS THE WINNER 


The Bible says so—the empty 
tomb proclaims it (Luke 24:6); two 
angels announce Him as winner 
(John 20:12); two men walk side 
by side on the road to Emmaus 
with the Conquerer (Luke 24:15); 
eleven disciples witness this Victor 
(Luke 24:36; John 20:26). He is seen 
of above five hundred at one time 
(1 Corinthians 15:6)—eleven times 
this Champion is seen alive after 
His resurrection. 


ASSURANCE OF LIFE 


Jesus said, “I am the resurrec- 
tion and the life” (John 11:25). 
“T am he that liveth, and was 
dead; and, behold, I am alive for 
evermore, Amen; and have the 
keys of hell and of death” (Revela- 
tion 1:18). Jesus comforted the 
disciples and all Christians when 
He said, “. . . Because I live, ye 
shall live also” (John 14:19). This 
man .. . continueth ever” (He- 
brews 7:24). 


Where are all the great leaders 
of sects and religions? Dead. Where 
is Christ? Alive! Living!! “I am 
he that liveth” (Revelation 1:18). 
“Death is swallowed up in victory” 
(1 Corinthians 15:54). Behold, He 
is alive forevermore, and hath won 
for us, everlasting, imperishable, 
heavenly life! 

Jesus Christ is declared winner— 
first, last, and always! 





AKE A TRIP with me to 


Calvary—Calvary, where 

Salvation was born and 
Christ died; Calvary, where we see 
man at his worst and God at His 
best; Calvary, where heaven bowed 
in tender love while hell vented its 
hottest rage; Calvary, where the 
Rose of Sharon was crushed be- 
tween two thorns of sin; Calvary, 
where we see the Lily of the Val- 
ley sparkling in His purity amidst 
the muck and mire of iniquity; 
Calvary, where mercy and truth 
are met together, and righteous- 
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ness and peace have kissed each 
other; Calvary, where a shaft of 
light beamed in the midst of dark- 
ness, and the ruby-red beads of 
blood dripped from the veins of 
Immanuel and beat the tune of 
redemption upon the criminal 
bones of Golgotha; Calvary, the 
scene of my Saviour’s sufferings. 

Go with me now to Pontius Pi- 
late’s judgment hall. There the 
guileless, sinless, harmless, unde- 
filed Son of God has been stripped 
and prepared for a scourging. Here 
His back was striped for our sick-

nesses. In Isaiah 50:6, it was 
prophesied: “I gave my back to 
the smiters, and my cheeks to them 
that plucked off the hair: I hid 
not my face from shame and 
spitting. 

He was beaten so ruthlessly that 
large portions of flesh fell from 
His back to the tessellated pave- 
ment in the judgment hall. This 
corresponds with the prophecy 
concerning His scourging in Psalm 
35:15, “. . . Yea, the abjects gath- 
ered themselves together against 


me, and I knew it not; they did e 
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tear me, and ceased not.” In Psalm 
129:3, the Spirit described this ter- 


rible ordeal thus: “The plowers 
plowed upon my back: they made 
long their furrows.” 

A crown of thorns was placed 
upon His head, and rivulets of 
blood coursed their way down the 
blessed Saviour’s face. This was a 
crown of mockery, not a crown of 
majesty; it was a crown of hate, 
and not a crown of homage; it 
was a crown of shame, and not a 
crown of glory. Because Jesus had 
said He was a king, in their deri- 
sion they crowned Him. They put 
a reed in His hand and said, “If 
you say you are a king, we will 
give you a sceptre.” Then they led 
Him off to crucify Him. 

He passed through the gates of 
the courtyard and into the way of 
sorrow, carrying His own cross, for 
the Bible says, “He, bearing his 
own cross, went unto Golgotha.” 

It was for envy that Jesus Christ 
had been delivered. The priests and 
religionists of that day had in- 
cited the mob. Their faces were 
white with madness; their eyes 
flashed with fury, and they poured 
venom and curses of hate from 
their mouths as from a thousand 
throats. The procession traveled 
down the road of sorrow, through 
the Damascus Gate, and out into 
the old Roman road. 


Soon a throng of people encom- 
passed Him with intense hate and 
rage. The Word of God says in 
Psalm 22:16, 17: “For dogs have 
compassed me: the assembly of the 
wicked have inclosed me: they 
pierced my hands and my feet. I 


“ may tell all my bones: they look 


and stare upon me.” 


Now let us ascend the skull- 
shaped hill of Calvary. Simon of 
Cyrene had been compelled to bear 
the cross. Christ—tired, weary and 
worn, with His body lathered with 
perspiration, His back beaten to 
a pulp, His face covered with blood 
and spittle—struggled up the hill. 
Upon arrival at the place of cruci- 
fixion, He was bound to the cross, 
for He was the sacrifice, and the 
cross was the altar. The sacrifice 
must be bound to the altar. Psalm 
118:27 states, “. . . Bind the sacri- 
fice with cords, even unto the 
horns of the altar.’ Christ was 





then affixed to the cross by Ro- 
man spikes, tearing the tendons, 
tissues and muscles of His hands 
and feet; and with a dull thud the 
cross was placed into the ground. 
Oh, behold how He suffered! 

This was a suffering Calvary. 
Psalm 22:14, 15, “I am poured out 
like water, and all my bones are 
out of joint: my heart is like wax; 
it is melted in the midst of my 
bowels. My strength is dried up 
like a potsherd; and my tongue 
cleaveth to my jaws; and thou 
hast brought me into the dust of 
death.” His body was beaten, 
mangled and torn beyond recogni- 
tion. The loss of blood caused Him 
to cry out, “I thirst. My tongue 
cleaveth to my jaws.” 

All of this physical suffering was 
essential, for the Bible stated in 
Acts 17:3 that He must needs suf- 
fer. The reason for this suffering 
is found in Hebrews 5:8, “Though 
he were a Son, yet learned he obe- 
dience by the things which he suf- 
fered.” Hebrews 2:10, “For it be- 
came him, for whom are all things, 
and by whom are all things, in 
bringing many sons unto glory, to 
make the captain of their salva- 
tion perfect through sufferings.” 1 
Peter 3:18, “For Christ also hath 
once suffered for sins, the just for 
the unjust, that he might bring 
us to God. .. .” Hebrews 13:12, 
“Wherefore Jesus also, that he 
might sanctify the people with his 
own blood, suffered without the 
gate.” 

For these reasons He suffered 
Calvary. Because He suffered, be- 
ing tempted, He is able to succor 
or aid those who are tempted. He 
was tempted in all points as we 
are, yet without sin. 


THE SUFFERINGS of 
Calvary were not physical only; 
they were also spiritual and mental. 
Before the nails ever pierced the 
hands and feet of Jesus Christ, 
the sins of humanity pierced His 
heart. The nails did not hold our 
Lord to the cross; love for hu- 
manity held Him there. He could 
have accepted the challenge of the 
mob when they said, “Come down 
from the cross if you be the Son 
of God.” But had He come down 
from the cross, He could not have 
been our Sacrifice. It was proph- 


esied that “as Moses lifted up the 
serpent in the wilderness, so also 
must the Son of Man be lifted up.” 
He bore every known sin of man- 
kind in His body on the cruel tree, 
because He was God’s expression 
of love for a shameful, alien race. 


It is wonderful to notice how 
minutely and meticulously the 
Scripture is fulfilled concerning Je- 
sus Christ. When the soldiers came 
to break Christ’s legs, as was the 
custom in order to hasten death 
lest one should unlawfully remain 
on the cross over the Sabbath; 
they discovered that Jesus, the 
royal Sufferer, had already ex- 
pired. He had died of a broken 
heart. 

This all happened that this 
Scripture might be fulfilled: “Not 
a bone of his body was broken.” 
It has always been a marvel to me 
how He was so maltreated and ill- 
handled—beaten on the cheek with 
a rod; all of His bones out of joint, 
tendons, tissues and muscles sev- 
ered—yet not a bone of His body 
was broken, that God’s Word 
might be true, and that he might 
be the Perfect Sacrifice. This is 
enough to convince any man that 
the Word of God is divinely in- 
spired. In the prophecy of the ful- 
fillment of the death of Jesus 
Christ the Holy Spirit was 
thorough. 


CALVARY WAS A sub- 
stitutionary Calvary, or a vicarious 
Calvary. Calvary is where Christ 
took my place and died in my 
stead. 1 John 3:5, “And ye know 
that he was manifested to take 
away our sins; and in him is 
no sin.” 2 Corinthians 5:21, “For 
he hath made him to be sin for 
us, who knew no sin; that we 
might be made the righteousness 
of God in him.” 

He is the one of whom Peter 
said, “. . . Who did no sin, neither 
was guile found in his mouth”; 
of whom Judas said, “I have be- 
trayed innocent blood”; of whom 
Claudia, the wife of Pilate, said, 
“|. . Have nothing to do with this 
just man”; of whom Pilate said, 
and thrice repeated it: “I find no 
fault in him at all.” He is the one 
who could stand before the multi- 
tudes and ask, “Who convinceth 
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me of sin?” and no one could find 
fault with His character. 

It was this spotless Paschal 
Lamb that was crucified in my 
stead and in your stead. He was 
bound that I might be set free; He 
was nailed to the cross that I 
might be loosed from my sins. The 
Scripture states in Revelation 1:5 
“Unto him that loved us; and 
washed us [for loosed us] from our 
Sins in his own blood.” 

His brow was pierced that mine 
might be soothed; He suffered tem- 
porary defeat that I might have 
eternal victory. Yes, He died for 
us—the just for the unjust, the 
lovable for the unlovable, the god- 
ly for the ungodly, the righteous 
for the unrighteous, the sinless for 
the sinner. 

Some bricklayers were working 
on a scaffold one day and a pass- 
er-by stopped to watch them as 
they worked. One of the brick- 
layers, engrossed in his work, hap- 
pened to step back and stepped 
off the scaffold. The man below 
saw him falling, and rushed to 
break his fall. When he did, he 
was crushed into the sidewalk. The 
man lived, although, he was an in- 
valid the rest of his days. The 
bricklayer, however; soon re- 
covered from his fall and went 
back to his job, but from time to 
time, he would take a portion of 
his wages and give it to the man 
who had possibly saved his life. 

One day one of his fellow work- 
man asked, “Why do you always 
give this man a portion of your 
wages?” 

The reply was, “That man saved 
me from a fall.” 

Everyone of us is indebted to 
the Lord Jesus Christ because He 
saved us from the fall. 

Every man born into the world 
is estranged and separated from 
God by sin, but Jesus Christ was 
willing through His death to lift 
us up. He commended His love to- 
ward us, in that, while we were 
yet sinners, Christ died for us. For 
greater love hath no man than 
this, that a man lay down His life 
for a friend. 


CALVARY IS A victor- 
ious Calvary. Christ was led as a 
lamb to the slaughter; as a sheep 
before her shearers is dumb, so 
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He opened not His mouth. His 
humility and meekness are not 
however, to be interpreted as weak- 
ness and defeat. His last cry was 
a shout of victory; “he cried with 
a loud voice, It is finished.” This 
was the cry of triumph; it was 
the cry of glory; it was the cry 
of victory; it was the cry of a 
Conqueror. 

Some persons look at Calvary as 
a place of defeat or tragedy; ac- 
tually it is a place of victory; for it 
was there that a new and living 
way was consecrated for us. To 
show the power and victory of 
Calvary, when Jesus died, the veil 
of the temple was rent from top 
to bottom; and all of humanity 
then had access to God through 
Christ. The elements were dis- 





turbed; the sun hid its face; the 
earth shook and trembled; the 
rocks burst asunder; the graves 
were opened; and all of creation 
was humbled before the cross that 
day. 

It was on Calvary that Christ de- 
feated the devil. Colossians 2:15, 
“And having spoiled principalities 
and powers, he made a shew of 
them openly, triumphing over them 
in it.” 

The devil was not aware of what 
had happened. He had cut down 
the Rose of Sharon and buried 
Him in Joseph’s tomb; he had 


sickled the Lily of the Valley and 
buried Him in Joseph’s garden. To 
the devil the empty cross on Cal- 
vary’s hill meant an _ occupied 
tomb in Joseph’s garden, but he 
sees now that a strange thing has 
happened. For as Aaron’s rod did 
bud, so did the Rose of Sharon 
bloom again in all its glory on the 
third day; and the Lily of the Val- 
ley became the beaming, bright 
white lily again. The cross that 
was to be the symbol of death be- 
came the tree of life; and what 
was meant to be a curse became 
a symbol of blessing. 

At Calvary, the crucifixion be- 
came a coronation; what was in- 
tended to be mockery became maj- 
esty; and shame was turned into 
glory. 


CALVARY IS magnet- 
ic. It has drawing power. Jesus 
said in John 12:32, 33, “And I, if I 
be lifted up from the earth, will 
draw all men unto me. This he 
said, signifying what death he 
should die.” Because Christ was 
lifted upon the cross, He is able 
to lift up others from their shame- 
ful, sinful state. 

If there ever was a time when 
one could have been justified to 
have been occupied with His own 
passion, it was while Christ suf- 
fered on Calvary. But it was not 
so. His last act to humanity was 
to draw one more sinner to His 
side and make provision for him to 
enter heaven. He turned to. the 
thief on the cross and said, “Today 
shalt thou be with me in paradise.” 
No wonder Hosea exclaimed in 
chapter 11, verse 4, “I drew them 
with the cords of a man, with 
bands of love... .” 

That day on Calvary the tender 
cords of Christ were drawing the 
chiefest of sinners. The thing that 
is so marvelous about the drawing 
power of Calvary is that even now, 
while you read this message this 
same power can draw you, and 
you can feel its wealth, and you 
can feel its touch. It is a power 
stronger than all of this twentieth 
century’s jet power. It has drawn 
men from the lowest depths of sin 
and raised them up to sit in heav- 
enly places in Christ Jesus. 

If you want to be delivered, Cal- 
vary is drawing you today.

I said, “I have been a missionary 
for seven years now, and the head 
of the church in Mozambique is 
in Avenida de Angola number 36, 
in Lourenzo Marques, and I have 
never been forbidden to pray and 
to preach the gospel of Jesus 
Christ!” 

He said, “Stop this meeting!” 

“But who are you?” I asked. He 
then took out his identification 
card, and I saw that he was the 
chief of the international police 
for national defense. 


When I toid him my name, he 
said, “I have known you for many 
years!” 

“Then why do you come like 
this, entering into the house at 
6 p.m., worrying these ladies?” 

His reply was, “I have given or- 
ders! Stop this meeting!” 

“Yes,” I said, “I am going to 
obey you, but I will report you, be- 
cause the law in Portugal does 
not permit this.” So I prayed, ask- 
ing God to give light to the Portu- 


guese authorities and to forgive 
those who closed the meeting. 

As you can imagine, I did as I 
said. Sister Lopes and I went to 
the government palace to talk to 
His Excellency, the Governor of 
the District of Manica and Sofala. 
We were told by the secretary that 
this case had to be submitted to 
the Commissioner of the Police. He 
received us the next day. He told 
us that he would look into this 
and that it should not happen 
again. Sister Lopes told the com- 
missioner that since the police were 
for our protection, we could not 
understand why they came to ill- 
treat us. She explained that we 
were asking God to help our 
governors’ for they need the help 
of God. The commissioner asked 
Sister Lopes for pardon. 

I told the commissioner that if 
he or the government did not want 
us to preach the gospel of our 
Lord Jesus Christ here in the Prov- 
ince of Mozambique they could just 
let us know and we would go to 
South Africa or Brazil or any other 
part of the world. I told him that 
if the law said I must stop that 
I would obey the authorities of the 
country. He said that preaching 
was not forbidden by the law. 

So I will continue preaching the 
gospel here in Manica and Sofala, 
where many souls have found 
peace, salvation, and eternal life. 
Alelujah! Will you please pray for 
the Full Gospel Church of God in 
the Province of Mozambique. With- 
out your prayers we will fail. The

WHEATON, I1l.—Planning strat- 
egy to meet a triple threat which 
faces conservative Protestantism in 
America will occupy the attention 
of over 1,000 evangelical leaders as 
they meet at Grand Rapids, Mich., 
April 10-14 for the 19th annual 
convention of the National.

The triple threat, according to 
Dr. George L. Ford, NAE executive
